SYDNEY, N. S. W., April 1—A 
Search by air and bush trails was 
begun today for Captain Charles 
Kingsford-Smith, hero of the first 
California-Australia flight, who is 
missing with his pilot, Charles T. 
Ulm, and two other companions in 
the historic plane Southern Cross. 
The plane was last heard from on 
its. flight from Sydney to Darwin 
and in two days was to start for 
England by way of Singapore, In- 
dia and Iraq. 

An unconfirmed report says that 
the plane was forced down in a 


tropical rainstorm at a desolate mis- 
sion station in the wilderness at 
Drysdale River, about 100 miles 
from Wyndham on the northwest 
coast of Australia. 

A message received today from 
Captain Chateau, an airman who 
represents the Atlantic Union Oil 
Company at Wyndham, suggests 
that the fliers PS en are safe at 
Drysdale or at the Fort George mis- 
sion on the Prince Regent River.’’

(gold) to General Liu for his sur- 
render, but the latter wes reputed 
to be holding out for $250,000. 

Marshal Chang has demanded $500,- 
000 for his war chest from the Che- 
foo Chamber of Commerce. He has 
promised to maintain order in the 
city and thousands of villagers are | 
flocking to it to escape troop andj} 
labor levies. 

The city itself is unharmed, al- 
though the situation is tense, but 
missionaries report that a virtual | 
reign of terror exists throughout the | 
countryside from Lungkow eastward 
almost to Chefoo.

TO BE SIMPLE DEVICE 


"| Combination of Transparent Draw-. 


ing Sarface and Lenses Used as 
Teaching Aid at Columbia. 


The ‘‘mystery’’ concerning the 
exact nature of the glass instrument 
used in Columbia University home 
study courses as an aid to learning 
art was explained yesterday at the 
department of public information, 
which has a- model.

MAJOR PUTNAM, 85, 


STILL ON JOB DAILY 


Birthday Finds Head of the 
Publishing House Actively 
Directing Business. 


HAS NO RULE FOR LONG LIFE 


Favors World Court and League of 
Nations—Works for Free Trade 
—Fought in Civil War. 


Major George Haven Putnam, still 
active head of one of the oldest pub- 
lishing houses in this country, will 
celebrate his eighty-fifth birthday 
today. Noted as a soldier, publisher 
and writer, Major Putnam paused 
yesterday at his desk in the office 
of G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 2 West 
Forty-fifth Street, of which he is 
president, to defend the views for 
which he has contended in the past. 


He had no suggestions to make, 
however, for longevity. 

“T was recently informed by a med- 
ical friend,’’ he remarked, ‘‘that if 
I had not had two swamp fevers in 
successive years in Louisiana, and 
had not later, in the Winter of 
1864-5, experienced such a long so- 
journ in Libby and Danville prisons, 
I might have lived to be an old 
man,”’ 

He did say that during his life he 
had observed rules of temperance 
and that he only took up ee as 
an old man. He walks three to four 
miles daily, and in season enjoys 
surf bathing. For recreation he sim- 
ply changes from one form of work 
to another. ‘‘I have never yet found 
satisfaction in devoting any time to 
doing nothing,’’ he said. 

For the first time in sixty-three 
years Major Putnam will not go 
abroad this Summer. Ever since he 
was discharged from the Union 
Army, in 1865, he has made annual 
visits to England, in connection with 
the business of the London branch 
of the firm, now G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons, Ltd. The firm was founded in 


New. York by his father, George 
Palmer Putnam, in 1837, and the 
London house four years later. 


“Too Many Publishers,”” He Says. 


Major Putnam declared there were 
too many publishers nowadays. He 
characterized the large amounts de- 
manded by authors and their agents 
in advance of publication as the 


“present curse of the book publish- 
ing business.’’ In contrast, he told 
of a receipt he possessed, — by 
Edgar Allan Poe, for $14, vanced 
as a loan to the poet by Major Put- 
nam’s father, to be repaid out of the 
proceeds of the sale of Poe’s poem 
“Eureka.” 

One of Major Putnam’s outstand- 
ing contributions to publishing his- 
tory was his championship of the 
cause of international copyright 
agreements, which resulted in the 

resent copyright relations between 

e United States and the countries 
of Europe. 

Major Putnam said he was glad 
to learn that President Hoover de- 
sires the United States to join the 
World Court. He was disappointed, 
however, that the President has been 
willing to put to one side his ad- 
vocacy of the acceptance of member-

Favors League of Nations. 


“The ideal of community among 
the nations,’’ he said, ‘‘expressed in 
the World Court and in the League 


of Nations, is the vision of the twen- 
tieth century, and gives the only 
well-assured promises of peace 
among the nations.’’ 

He said he approved the Kellogg 
pact. He considered it, however, he 
said, but a feeble step, and expressed 
regret that the question of joining 
the League of Nations had been 
made a matter of party policy.

Winslow Ruling Reversed. 


Almost like a parting shot at Judge 
Winslow yesterday came a reversal 
by the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals of one of his rulings and 
a criticism of his refusal to hold a 
bankrupt in contempt.

that of Meyer Siegler, sentenced to 
Atlanta Penitentiary in 1926 for con- 
cealing assets. Cornelius J. Smyth, 
the trustee, obtained an order direct- 
ing Siegler to turn over the amount 
of his concealment, $32,725.53.

«Much PRESENT DAY ‘ADVERTISING 
reduced to its raw and unlovely essence is just a 
species of glorified rooster crowing. We all know 
chanticleer. He celebrates not merely himself 
and herself, and her egg, but the eggs of many 
nest-mates yet to be. And so with this advertis- 
ing. It crows not only about the products which 
it apostrophizes but ascribes to them practically 
all of the felicities of life. 


The cigarette has become almost a health food — 
certainly a weight reducer. The humble cake of 
soap has risen far above its modest mission of 
cleansing and confers the precious boon of beauty 
upon whosoever shall faithfully wash. 


The motor car is a sign manual of social election. 
It is an engine of business efficiency. It is a 
mechanical miracle and its creators demi-gods, It 
and he are so many great things that it requires 
an expenditurejof nearly one hundred million 
dollars a year simply to catalog them. 


Beauty, health, learning and success are no longer 
the hard won rewards of virtue, character, educa- 
tion and endeavor. They can be bought in the first 
drug store or bookshop. The shelves of almost 
every shop are laden especially with health. 


We are all glowing and sparkling and snapping 
and tingling with health, by way of the tooth 
brush and the razor and the shaving cream and 
the face lotion and the deodorant and a dozen 
other brightly packaged gifts of the gods. 


Sometimes we can even extract an almost dangerous 
vigor and virility of sex from the same precious 
packages. 


* * x 


SCIENCE HAS BEEN CHAINED to the chariot of 
advertising. We know, because we have seen pic- 
tured a thousand times, stern looking scientists 


attired in dentists’ white drill jackets peering por- 
tentously through microscopes and test tubes and 
producing— miraculous motor oils, or life-giving 
gasolines, or epoch-making tooth pastes or what- 
will-you. 


What is the significance of all this—are we all 
supremely silly or is only advertising silly? 


There is warrant for the dark suspicion that ad- 
vertising is but the symptom of a disease. It would 
be horrible and humiliating to have to admit that 
we are as far gone as a reading of the news 
columns of almost any daily newspaper would 
indicate. But in defense of advertising, it should 
be borne in mind that advertising must perforce 
appeal alike to the susceptibility of those who are 
far gone, those who are not quite so far gone, 
those who are intelligent, and those who are 
mildly insane—the latter category generously 
opening wide its arms to include nearly all of us. 


Broadly speaking, the advertiser cannot afford to 
care whether his prospect is immune to the 
hypnosis of Aimee Semple McPherson or grows 
glassy-eyed under the spell of her voodooistic in- 
cantations. He must endeavor desperately to strike 
an average. 


The truth of the matter is that he is forever torn 
between the two harassing questions— how high 
dare I go and how low must I sink. 


Roughly speaking, those who live almost exclu- 
sively on a newspaper diet are intellectual illit- 
eratesand he must take that fact into consideration. 


If he followed the strict letter of fact he would 
class all of those who consider Eddie Guest a 
great poet or the late Dr. Frank Crane a sound 
philosopher as mental infants or adolescents not 
to say defectives. 


Gertrude Stein is a human being in spite of the 


almost inhuman incoherence of her style-of-speech 
and she and all of her adherents must be taken 
into account as possible prospects or victims. He 
must leap from a study of this precious little coterie 
to the alarming fact that there flourishes in this 
land of freedom several million free souls who live, 
move and have their being after the manner of 
Harold Bell Wright. He must take and make 
note of Harold in the same breath that heisappalled 
by the fact that some thirty million Americans exist 
almost exclusively upon a daily diet of Arthur 
Brisbane. He dare not ignore Abie’s Irish Rose 
any more than he can evade Spengler or Ludwig 
or Watson or Van Loon or Wyndham Lewis. 


¥ * 


HE IS OR SHOULD BE the great interpreter of all 
sorts and conditions of men. The novelist, after 
a fashion, knows his audience and can write at it, 
or for it. He has his own little world, but the 
advertiser must everlastingly remind himself that 
the world is not encompassed in the pages of the 
New Yorker or the Saturday Evening Post. He 
fronts his fearsome audience for a few moments 
only and with a beggarly array of words must not 
only captivate their imagination but successfully 
raid their pocketbooks. 


He is dealing not with one person but with one 
person multiplied by at least one hundred million. 
He must first study in the abstract man and all of 
his natural automatic, epileptic responses and reac- 
tions. Then he must study mankind in the mass 
which at first glance looks very like a maze. He 
must be conscious of Mencken and equally con- 
scious of all those whom Mencken for a very 
practical editorial purpose pretends to hate. He 
must adjudicate Mencken as a very charming 
common scold who has no remedy for the amiable 
weaknesses of which he complains. 


He must steadfastly confront the unpleasant fact 
that some millions admire Billy Sunday while 
other millions think they discern a great man in 
a great business man called Henry Ford. 


It is useless for him to attempt to do battle with 
these facts for the very excellent reason that they 
are facts and—his swift and only stock-in-trade. 
His not to question why; his but to do them and 
die. 


Where he does err is in mistaking the froth for the 
substance, the ephemeral for the real, the passing 
impulse for the permanent. There is lovableness 
and loveliness in the mass even though its surface 


seems to be smeared with the ugliness of the mob, 


There is a key to the abiding and enduring reac- 
tions of this monster known as the public when 
that monster is in the mood to buy—which 
is the mood of every day and almost every hour. 
This precious key is not the jazz appeal in adver- 
tising. Jazz ages die but people inthe mass live on,

HowWwsoEVeER OBSCURELY, people do preserve a re- 
spect for certain sanctities of conduct, and strange 
to say they seek most eagerly for these sanctities 
when they come to buy. 


No man of any observation has reached the age of 
forty without seeing a score of business tendencies 
rise to the top of the business maelstrom, sweep 
everything before them and then sink back into 
oblivion. Every five or ten years has its styles and 
fashions in business procedure and public response 
to new appeals which gradually go by the boards 
leaving little of value behind them. 


The only elements which persist and continue to 
prevail are the primitive instincts of human nature 
—the age-old attitude of the buyer toward the seller 
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and vice versa. Whether the advertising appeal of 
the moment be blindfold tests, testimonials pro- 
duced by hot-house methods or so-called modern- 
istic art, or extravagant and almost ecstatic eulogy, 
the old primal relation between buyer and seller 
is not disturbed. The buyer is still looking for his 
dollar’s worth, the seller if he has even a modicum 
Gf good sense and desires to build even a semi-per- 
manent business is still trying to give him that 
dollar’s worth. 


It is unhappily true that we have in large measure 
become standardized in thinking and reading and 
doing and that we are therefore in a measure 
susceptible to mass movements in merchandising 
and advertising. Temporarily a great many of us 
do respond to these passing styles and fashions of 
advertising appeal. 


But these yieldings to the spell of the spellbinder 
are not permanent. They do not constitute a 
complete surrender of the really vital integrities 
of the individual. 


Howsoever he may grope and struggle for their 
expression, poor old Man has certain private ideas 
of what constitutes right and wrong to which he 
clings tenaciously through changing styles and 
fashions of thought. 


Chesterton expresses it beautifully in his great 
book The Ball and the Cross which is the epic 
controversial struggle between an Atheist and 
a Christian. The two admirable exponents of dis- 
sent and assent stagger dueling across the map 
of England through several hundred polemical 
pages. In desperation they ultimately submit the 
great controversial question of God-or-no-God to 
an English peasant befuddled with ale whom 
they follow from an inn down a dark country 
road. Heresents their bewildering questions. He 
finds in every phrase they utter a challenge to his 
liberty as an individual and sums up his indignation 
in the defiant and drunken declaration repeated 
over and over again that he is a Man! He has 
asserted his dignity and they have found an an- 
swer—and this answer is that whatever else may 
be, Man is a MAN. And that is the answer 
even in so slight a thing as business and so evan- 


escent.a thing as advertising. 


No matter how many his falls from grace, no 
matter how far he may follow after false prophets, 
Man isa MAN and for the best good of all con- 
cerned should be treated as a man even in the 
inconsequential affairs of buying and selling adver- 
tising and business, 


AND WHAT ARE THE THINGS in barter'and trade at 
least which he feels to the very depth of his being 
and sums up in the grandiloquent declaration that 
he is a man? Why, the old time-tried eternal 
verities, of course—the prosaic maxims of the 
copy book, the elemental decencies between man 
and man, the principles of fair dealing, the rights 
which must not be transgressed, the exchange of 
=SrViGS 106 service, the return of a dollar of value 
for every dollar expended. 


To imply in an advertisement that a certain book 
on Wiil Power actually possesses strange occult 
magic properties, that it accomplishes almost in- 


stantaneously 2 revolution in the will structure of 
any man who picks it up, would seem to be 
slightly out of tune with this spirit of decent deal- 
ing which every man expects and ultimately 
demands. 


To make impossible promises of any kind for any 
product would seem not merely not smart but 
short sighted and silly. The triumphant interrog- 
atory retort—Ah! but how do you account for the 
fact that it pays?—is no retort at all. If our busi- 
ness system must look for its justification to some 
of the huge fortunes being swiftly reared by im- 
possible creatures in divers dubious ways then the 
sooner this industrial system is wrecked the better 
for all of us. 


* * 


BROADLY SPEAKING there are only two schools 
of advertising thought and experience. One of 
these schools proceeds upon the comfortable half 
truth that all men are fools. The other amends 
this ever so slightly and says that all men may be 
fools but—in italics and with emphasis—that they 
do not like to be fooled. 


Out of both schools emerge great businesses and 
great fortunes. The first is especially successful 
in stirring up a demand for small articles of com- 
merce which cost the consumer a comparatively 
slight sum. In these lesser matters we Americans 
are notoriously careless in buying. We even fall 
under the spell for a moment of the glowing claims 
made for such products—and these claims are 
carefully calculated to approach to the very edge 
of untruth before they come to a full stop. 


The penalty paid for this process is that the mar- 
ket must continuously be renewed and rebuilt. 
A new audience must be gathered over and over 
again ‘around the gasoline flare of the hawker’s 
wagon. A million or so of young men and 
women come of age every year and they are fre- 
quently easy prey for the exaggerations, fads and 
fancies of the advertising moment. As the sell- 
ing price of the product increases, however, the 
process of proceeding upon the assumption that 
all men are fools encounters difficulty. 


Setting the moralities aside for the time being a 
reasonable rule for advertisers to follow would be 
that it is not safe to attempt to build up a business 
on the assumption that all men are fools when 
the article advertised costs the consumer more 
than ten dollars. Money has a’memory which 
persists in direct proportion to the amount dis- 
appointingly invested. 


Of course no manufacturer would admit for a 
moment that he considers his market constituted 
chiefly of fools. But there is ample evidence in 
the thickly populated advertising pages of period- 
icals and newspapers that he allows his advertising 
to talk for him as though he did believe it. 


Human formulas of whateversort—social, political 
or commercial—are bound to be imperfect be- 
cause human nature is imperfect and this is much 
more true of the lsoser practices of life such as 
advertising in the domain of trade. Indeed it is 
scarcely possible to devise a formula for advertis- 
ing any more explicit than the one indicated herein 


—a decent recognition of the human decencies. 
The two things we know with any degree of 
certainty about business is that people like to be 
fairly dealt with and that they resent being unfairly 
dealt with. All the facts and figures and tables 
and blueprints and surveys and graphs and all of 
the economic data which the statistician can com- 
pile will not negative this universal fact. 


It is merely silly therefore to try to build a business 
by catering to the worst in human nature rather 
than striving to sink that business into the solid 
foundation of human decency. 


And we are not altogether without ways and 
means of cataloging these decencies and devising 
methods of sounding susceptible keynotes com- 
mon to all men which are at least measurably 
certain of return. 


* *” ® 


THERE ARE CERTAIN sure-fire appeals to which 
almost all humans respond. There are grounds for 
saying that most dramatic plots have their source 
and origin in one plot—the Cinderella theme 
or motif. That of course is due to the fact that 
the Cinderella theme comprehends the poignant 
human principles of reward and punishment, the 
uplifting of the humble, the humiliation of the 
proud, the victory of love and beauty and inno- 
cence. Strange as it may seem there are a set of 
basic human appeals which operate just as suc- 
cessfully in business as in romantic literature. 


After two thousand years of weary endeavor to find 
the answer to Stevenson’s exasperated question when 
he wrote in defense of the idler and against the 
mere busy-ness of business—‘“‘In the name of God 
what is all this pother about?’— people do cling 
to their pathetic love of the hero and hatred of the 
villain. Melodrama is in a very true sense real life 
in that it depicts the virtuous victories which we 


would like to encounter in real life. 


Everyone prefers to do business with an honest man 
—everyone prefers to buy honest goods. Noamount 
of advertising can compensate for a fault or a flaw 
in the thing advertised. The good man is still the 
hero of ordinary life, all evidence to the contrary 
notwithstanding, and good goods are still preferred 
to meretricious goods. Not only that, but good 
men—good manufacturers and good managers— 
good methods, good motives, good value, continue 
to build the more permanently profitable busi- 
nesses. The bewildered layman will naturally 
smile at the idea of inculcating and dramatizing 
and capitalising human preferences for honor and 
honesty in so prosaic a medium as advertising. A 
lifetime of experience in endeavoring to do so is 
offered as evidence that it may and can be done.

THE REAL TRUTH of the matter is that there is no 
such thing asa modern mind when it comes to the 
eternal verities. The modern mind feeis about 
these things pretty much as did the primitive 
mind. The other fim de siecle outcroppings are 
merely surface expressions which do not disturb 
the deep rooted and more or less immovable 
human convictions. Instead of appealing to the 


so-called modern mind the wise and safe thing to 
do is to build upon the convictions, preferences and 
predilections of the universal mind, The basic 
motives which animate the modern man looking 
for a good radio are as old as man even though the 
radio be almost as new as the morning sun. Itis 
not always necessary for the advertiser to write 
these things into his advertising — but he should 
be everlastingly aware of them. This is the only 
common ground upon which he can meet the 
mass of humans. If he attempts to cater to their 
whims, their weaknesses, their vanities, their un- 
intelligence, he will be lost. 


It has been said that people in the mass at the first 
glance look very like a mess. They do and are ex- 
cept for this saving grace that they have common 
chords of decency which can be struck in varied 
and various skillful ways. We have enumerated 
the hero, the good man, honesty, honor and value, 
as some of the desiderata of human conduct upon 
which most people are agreed. 


They also respond as we all know to the child- 
hood motif, the success theme, the rise of the poor 
man to power and position, the appeal of the appe- 
tite, the home and mother appeal, the flag and the 
nation. None of these is unworthy and it is not 
unworthy to appeal to them unless it is done in a 
spirit of demagogy and deceit. 


IT SOUNDS TRITE to the point of banality to say 
that a business really built and conducted and 
advertised upon a respect for its clientele— which 
means a respect for the rights of the human being 
—will more surely succeed than one which is not 
so built, but it happens to be true, and even a truth 
about business is a valuable find in this skeptical 


age. 


It is likewise odd and interesting to observe that 
advertising which attracts attention by its smart- 
ness—advertising which finds its way on to the 
musical comedy stage—advertising which is given 
free advertising by being laughingly repeated over 
and over again by thousands of people—“‘wisc- 
crack” advertising in other words—quite frequent- 
ly pulls down the business structure which it was 
intended to build up. 


The little ephemeral vogue which it gives to its 
product is all too brief and the aftermath, when 
its influence has passed, is little short of deadly. 
The manufacturer who advertises in that way is 
literally paying for his fun, for if there is in his 
“wisecracking” an element of speciousness or in- 
sincerity the public probably recognizes the fact 
at once and will certainly ferret it out in a matter 
of months. After that—the deluge, or a new set 


of expedients. 


Se perhaps the answer to the question propounded 
at the outset is not so difficult after all. The 
inquiry was—are we all silly, or is it just advertising 
that is silly? 


The answer probably is that we are all silly but 
that we all have our underlying sanities. Adver- 
tising has gone amuck in that it has mistaken the 
surface silliness for the sane solid substance of an 
averagely-decent human nature.

RESERVE BOARD 
AND MELLON CONFER 


Credit Situation Is Considered 
at Long Session of Reserve 
Governors Also. 


McFADDEN FOR ‘HANDS OFF’ 


Representative Opposes Laws on 
Speculation Without a Banking 
Study by Congress. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The Fed- 
eral Reserve-Board and the govern- 
ors of the: twelve Federal Reserve 
banks held ‘separate sessions both 
this morning arid this afternoon and 
adjourned without making announce- 
ments concerning the credit situa- 
tion or any action that may be taken, 
as a result of the conferences, which 
are to continue until Wednesday. 
For a time during the board’s morn- 
ing session half a ‘dozen’of the gov- 
ernors were present and one of them 
said that the general situation was 
talked over but no decisions were 
reached. . 

Secretary Mellon, who was called 
in for consultation by the Reserve 
Board, sdid later that during the hour 
and a half he had been at the meet- 
ing, neither he nor any member of 
the board had meritioned the credit 
situation or the name of Charles E. 
Mitchell, president of the National 
City Bank of New York. So far 
as could be learned there was no 
consideration given by the board to-- 
day to Mr. Mitchell’s action in offer- 
ing $25,000,000 of his bank’s funds 
to Stock Exchange borrowers ‘fol- 
lowing Tuesday’s violent break in 
security .prices. 

Secretary Mellon added that he did 
not mean to infer that the credit 
conditions created by the demand 
for call money:Had not’ received con- 
sideration.. He wished to show, how- 
ever, he said, that the conferences 
were not confined solely to Stock 
Exchange activities. 

The belief:here is that the action 


of Mr. Mitchell will not be made the 
subject of action by the Reserve 
Board.

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| Durant, in Attack on Reserve Board, Asks 


100 Companies if Their Stocks Are Tco High 


Vigorously attacking the Federal 
Reserve Board for its credit restric- 
tion policy, William C. Durant, one 
of the largest stock market operators 
in the country, has sent a question- 
naire to the executive heads of 100 
industrial, railroad and public utility 
companies asking them whether in 
their opinion their securities are sell- 
ing at unwarrantably high prices. 

he questionnaire was sent out by 
telegraph last week. The replies are 
to be regarded as confidential. Mr. 
Durant charges that the present atti- 
tude of the Reserve Board is harmful 
to general business. : ‘‘At a time when 
the banking reserves of the country 
are in no way threatened,’’ he said, 
‘‘the Federal Reserve Board, by ques- 
tioning the right of bankers to loan 
on Stock sqneeee collateral, is giv- 
ing the public the impression that 
our best securities are selling above 
their value. 

“It is my belief that the attitude of 
the board, the method of handling 


and the thoughtless character of the 


the end of the board’s morning ses- 
sion attracted attention. It had been 
said that there would be no general 
meeting of the governors and board 
members today. 

Whether any further steps are to 
be taken by the Reserve Board and 
the Reserve banks now in the fight 
against speculation may be greatly 
influenced, in the opinion of some 
observers here, by developments in 
the stock markets.

Favors Banking Study. 


Referring to statements by Senator 
Glass, a former Secretary of the 
Treasury, that stock speculation of 
the character now in progress should 
be made the subject of legislation, 
Chairman McFadden voiced a sharp 
dissent. He said it would be diffi- 
cult in any legislation that might be 
enacted to differentiate between the 
terms ‘‘speculation’’ and ‘‘invest- 
ment.’”” He said that he favored a 


study of banking problems by -the 
committee of which he is chairman 
and hoped that such a study would 
be authorized at the special session 
of Congress to convene on April 15. 

“‘We should pay special attention,” 
he asserted. ‘“‘to what are known as 
‘brokers’ loans.’ The public assumes 
that all credit so classified goes into 
the stock market for speculative pur- 
poses ee I doubt whether that is 
a fact. In making a study of this 
phase of our credit operations we 
should determine what amounts of 
these brokers’ loans are represented 
by unsold bond issues; what amounts 
are represented by foreign financ- 
ing; what amounts are represented 
by the endeavors of domestic corpo- 
rations to get out of debt of banks; 
and what amounts are represented 
by ‘long-term investments.’ The bal- 
ance in my opinion would represent 
the speculative excess. 

“In any attempts that may be made 
bv the Federal Reserve Board to cor- 
rect speculation, care should be taken 
to get all the information that I 
have indicated. Without it we could 
not legislate intelligently. 

“There is a tendency to pay too 
much attention to the spectacular ac- 
tion of the stock market. We should 
remember that the business man, the 
worker and the farmer are not 
greatly concerned about stock specu- 
lation. Their chief interest is in the 
continuity of business and of the sta- 
bility of general prices, which serve 
as a guide to industrial activity and 
help to maintain employment, wages 
and profits.’’ 

Senator Norbeck of South Dakota, 
chairman of the Senate Banking and 
Currency Committee, reiterated to- 
day that in his opinion the problem 
facing the Federal Reserve Board 
was an administrative rather than a 
legislative one. A ‘‘hands-off’’ policy

FOR SPECULATION RISE 


Prof. Willis, First Secretary of 
Board, Says Members Betrayed 
Basic Idea of System. 


Charging that the Federal Reserve 
System is being operated incompe- 
tently, extravagantly and to suit the 
selfish ends of influential ‘bankers, 
H. Parker Willis, first secretary of 
the board, in an article in The North 
American Review puts the blame 
for stock market speculation directly 
on the Reserve Bank directors. He 
asserts their policy ‘“‘has been treach- 
ery, perhaps unintentionally but 
equally real, to the basic idea of the 
whole system, the idea that bank 
reserves must be kept intact and 
free from speculative taint.’’ 


Mr. Willis was research director 
for the board until 1922, when he be- 
came chairman of the Irish Free 
State Banking Commission, inaugu- 
rating Ireland’s currency reform. fe 
was president of the Philippines

“In one Reserve bank today,” 
says Mr. Willis, ‘‘the chief manage- 
ment is in the hands of a man who 
never did a day’s actual banking in 
his life, while in another both gover- 
nor and chairman are former heads 
of defunct or failed banks, notwith- 
standing that one of their duties is 


to prevent other banks frgqm failing. 
This policy of taking care of ‘weak 
sisters’ by placing them in lucrative 
positions has enabled groups of in- 
fluential bankers in several districts 
to practically use the Reserve Sys- 
tem for their own ends, while in 
leading districts ‘F. R.’ means not 
Federal Reserve but ‘Friends and 
Relatives’ among bank employes. 
He asserts that a “‘saturnalia’”’ of 
extravagance, represented by exor- 
bitantly costly buildings, lavish op- 
erating expenditures, high executive 
salaries and waste, has been such 
that ‘‘today the Reserve banks must 
keep a full billion dollars of their 
constituents’ money at work to pay 
their own expenses in normal times.”’ 





Expanding his charge that the 
board’s policy on speculation has | 
been ‘‘treachery to the basic idea of 
the em,” Mr. Willis says: 

“The truth of the matter is that 
Reserve banks have kept their dis- 
count rates down to abnormally low 
figures with the excuse that in so 
doing they enabled Europe to borrow 
money here more readily and pre- 
vented European banks from having 
to send gold here. Meanwhile they 
have looked on complacently as more 
and more funds were borrowed from 
them for speculative purposes, in 
amounts many times over what were 
borrowed to promote European re- 
construction. 

“So they have sat tight and said 
nothing while the ‘small man’ from 
Maine to California has gradually 
been led to invest his savings in the 
stock market, with the result that 
the constantly rising tide of specula- 
tion at higher and higher prices has 
swept over the business of the coun- 
try. _Concerns which formerly bor- 
rowed from banks in making their 
commitments have been able to get 
from the public at large the fund 
with which to pay off their obliga- 
tions and themselves to go into the 
business of lending on collateral.’’

To newspaper men he 
briefly but sc pe tone A enied that he 
had smuggled eleven quarts and a 
keg of liquor into the country from 
Havana, Cuba, on Jan. 3, 1928, as 
stated in the indictment returned by 
a Federal grand jury in Florida. 

“T am not guilty of this charge 
and all I ask is that the public with- 
hold its judgment until the matter 
has been settled in court,’’ he said. 

Mr. Michaelson promised that 2 
formal statement which would ‘‘ex- 
plain grecything’ and ‘‘clear up the 
matter’ would be issued later.

In the 
raids four men and one woman were 
arrested at the Manhattan address 
and a man and a women were taken 
into custody in Brooklyn. McCunn 
was said to be the owner of the 
lHquor in both places. 

McCunn’s counsel asked for the 
return of the liquor and also sued 
for an injunction restraining the 
government from using any evidence 
obtained in the Brooklyn raid on the 
ground that entry to the premises 
was without a search warrant and 
illegal. It is contended that the gov- 
ernment admits that the agents had | 
no search warrant. } 

Mr. Wackerman argued that the 
seized liquor was bought before pro- 
hibition and stored under a permit 
issued by the government. Mr. 
Wackerman produced liquor permits

CITES CROWDED CONDITIONS

ALBANY, April 1.—Governor Roose- 
velt today ordered an investigation 
of conditions at the Kings Park State 
Hospital for the Insane, following 
published charges that disease is 
prevalent among the inmates, and 
that the inmates are abused and re- 
ceive poor food. 

As soon as he learned of the al- 
leged conditions at the hospital Goy- 
ernor Roosevelt summoned Dr. Fred- 
erick W. Parsons, State Commission- 
er of Mental Hygiene, to the Execu- 
tive chamber. 
half an hour, and then the Governor 
announced that he had ordered Dr. 
Parsons to conduct an investigation. 
A short time later one of the investi- 
gators in the Department of Mental 
Hygiene left for the Kings Park Hos- 
pital with instructions from Dr. Par- 
sons to make a thorough inquiry into 
conditions at the institution. 

“To a certain extent I believe the 
charges which have been made about 
conditions at the Kings Park Hos- 
pital are true,’’ Governor Roosevelt 
said. ‘I know for a fact that the 
hospital is overcrowded by about 48 
per cent. I believe the chief trouble 
is the lack of proper accommodations 
for the inmates. 

‘‘We cannot expect real efficiency 
in an institution of this kind when it 
is overcrowded almost 50 per cent. 
It is an excellent argument for the

‘Decedent Law Revision is ‘a 
New Charter of Rights for 
Women,’ Says Roosevelt. 


GIVES THE PEN TO FOLEY 


Measure Puts an End to All the Dis- 
tinction Between the Sexes in 
Property Settlements.

ALBANY, April 1.—Characterizing 
it as ‘‘a new charter of rights for 





women,’’ Governor Roosevelt today 
signed the Fearon bill providing for 
drastic changes in the decedent es- 
tate law. 

The signing of the bill, which took 
place in the outer office of the ex- 
ecutive chamber, was marked by a 
brief ceremony. Seated at the desk 
beside the Governor was Surrogate 
James A. Foley of New York, chair- 
man of the legislative commission 
which drafted the measure. 

Standing behind the Governor’s 
chair were Assemblyman Edmund 
B. Jenks, vice chairman of the com- 
mission, who sponsored the bill in 
the lower house; Edward G. Griffin, 
counsel to the Governor; Richard 
Cummins of New York, assistant 
counsel to the commission, and Mrs. 
Henry G. Leach of New York, State 
chairman of the League of Women 
Voters, and Miss Dorothy Kenyon 
of New York, chairman of the 
league’s committee on the legal 
status of women voters. 

Surrogate Foley smiled broadly 
while the Governor affixed his name 
to the bill. The Executive presented 
to the Surrogate the pen which he 
used in approving the measure. 

The new statute will not become 
effective until Sept. 1, 1930, in order 
that any defects discovered may be 
corrected by next year’s Legislature. 

After approving the bill Governor 
Roosevelt issued the following state- 
ment: 

“One of the important changes in

“Under this law the executor of a 
will is given the right to sell real 
estate, unless the right is expressly 
withheld in the will. The adminis- 
trator of an estate is permitted to 
take possession of property and col- 
lect rents.

Many surprising facts have been revealed by 
a survey of the grocery trade at Louisville, 
Kentucky. Its findings emphasize the vital 
need for scientific analysis and control in 


HE coming of the chain store has 

done more than any other single 

occurrence to quicken the con- 
sciousness and stimulate the enterprise of 
distributive agencies of all kinds. But 
distribution is a matter of processes as 
much as of agencies. The basic services of 
physical distribution—trans sportation, 
warehousing, sorting and unsorting, de- 
livery in requisite quantities at the right 
time ‘and place—must all be performed re- 
gardless of whose is the immediate respon- 
sibility. 

Realization of this fact is directing at- 
tention toward the problems common to 
all agencies, upon which rests the compe- 
tition among them. It is emphasizing the 
fact that not until these processes have 
been subjected to the kind of scientific 
analysis and contro! which has contributed 
so largely to modern industrial efficiency 
can there be an effectively geared and 
thoroughly responsive distributive link be- 
tween producer and consumer. 

Merchandising activities must be ad- 
justed to the needs of the market. High- 
power selling outside of a logical market, 
whether by manufacturer, wholesaler or 
retailer, independent or chain, is an ex- 
pense for which a measure of value must 
be determined. Close ser itiny of custom- 
ers, goods and services and the climination 
of useless operations are necessary in all 
stages of distribution and especially i in the 
retail stage, which so far has profited least 
by utiliz ation of scientific methods. 


The Louisville Survey 


A SIGNIFICANT beginning of the 
necessary study and analysis, particularly 
of retail merchandising problems, has been 
made in the grocery survey being carried 
on at Louisville, Kentucky, under the di- 
rection of the United States Department 
of Commerce. 

While the full value of the undertaking 
will not be known until this study has 
been completed, enough has already been 
disclosed to make it of more than passing 
interest to merchandisers and producers 
in all fields. The groundwork of this sur- 
vey was laid by a detailed analysis not 
only of individual wholesale but also of

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retail grocery businesses. The data thus 
assembled will be supplemented with and 
illuminated by an intensive census of food 
distribution, a study of population char- 
acteristics and purchasing power in the 
local market, an analysis of consumer de- 
mand and preference, and a study of 
business mortalities and credit procedure. 


The Whelesaler 


THE single wholesaler whose rec- 
ords were presented as a sample in the pre- 
liminary report conducts what he terms a 
specialty house, 75 per cent. of his annual 
sales of around $500,000 ¢onsisting of cof- 
fee of his own roasting. The nearby and 
logical territory in Kentucky and southern 
Indiana accounted for 70 per cent. of total 
sales. The remainder came from purchas- 
ers scattered through other states as far 
south as Florida and as far west as Mis- 
sissippi. It is obvious that some of this 
business must be carrying relatively high 
freight and sales charges. 

Similarly, thé analysis of customers 
showed the bulk of the business, 82 per 
cent., came from only two-fifths of the 
customers, those whose annual purchases 
exceeded $100. Eighty-one per cent. of 
total volume was secured from orders of 
more than $2.00 each, only half of the 
total number/ Eleven per cent. of all orders 
were under $5.00 and furnished less than 
one per cent. of total volume, yet it costs 
practically as much to handle a small order 
as a large one. 

Sixteen blends of bulk coffee were of- 
fered by this wholesaler, represented by 
28 brands. Of bulk sales in the city trade, 
6 blends and 13 brands constituted 80 per 


distributive agencies as well as in our factories.

The high unit cost of the 
thinly spread business is far more strik- 
ingly evident, once the figures are ana- 
lyzed. 


Retail Data 


THE first requisite for the retail 
part of the survey was statistical data. Few 
grocers keep records adequate for a thor- 
ough analysis of their problems and many 
keep none at all. The study was begun 
with an inventory in each of the 28 stores 


| included, which is to be followed by a 


second inventory at the end of the period 
covered. In the meantime a record is being 
kept of all purchases and all changes in 
price, in order to provide a complete 
picture of sales volume and turnover. 


Data for two retail stores were assem- 
bled for the preliminary report on the 
basis of only two months’ operations. These 
findings showed, by way of illustration, 
that among breakfast cereals aggregate 
sales for two months varied from $25.00 
to $1.30 and the gross margin ranged from 
28 per cent. of sales to 10 per cent. The 
highest percentage margin occurred in the 
case of a product whose sales for the two 
months amounted to only $1.65 and the 
lowest on a product with sales of $9.72 for 
the two months. Quick oatmeal with the 
largest sales volume, and regular oatmeal, 
with the smallest, both showed gross mar- 


gins of 11 per cent. 


Another interesting commodity analy- 
sis was that showing the two months’ 
movement of a soap stock and the indi- 
cated yearly stock turn. Among laundry 
soaps the highest indicated turn was 69, 
among flake soaps 27, among toilet soaps 


26.5, and among cleansers 16.7. In each 
group were to be found a number of brands 
which were moving very slowly. 

Some of the effects of slow turnover and 


unbusinesslike operation were disclosed in 


the study of credit conditions and busi- | 


ness mortalities. When it was discovered, 
for examplke, that some 30 grecers in the 
Louisville territory went out of business 
each month on the average, a mortality 
rate of 30 cent., the high economic 
cost not aly the grocers themselves 
but to all factors in the community was 
quickly realized. Still worse, it was found 
that their places were all filled by new 
enterprisers, frequently no better equip- 
ped to merchandise groceries than their 
unfortunate predecessors, and most of 
the old stands and the old stocks were 
taken over by the newcomers. 


Results ef the Survey 
WHEN the whole survey is com- 


pleted and the type of information out- 
lined in the preliminary report is supple- 
mented by returns from the other parts of 
the study, it should be ible for any 
retail grocer who shared in providing the 
records to have a fairly comprehensive 
picture of his business. 

Apart from the direct contribution of 
the Loutsville survey toward improving 
wholesale and retail operation, two 
broader implications seem to stand out 
with special clearness, One is the added 
realization of the mamufacturer’s essen- 
tial interest in the functioming of retail 
outlets, no matter by whom they are 
owned. Perhaps the time will come when 
the manufactnrer will inquire as carefully 
into the operating efficiency of those who 
handle his goods as into their credit 
standing. 

The second point is the need for charg- 
ing each individual service in distribution 
with its real cost, just as each part of a

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POSSIBILITIES 
of an INFLOW 
of GOLD 


@NE source that offers a possibility 
of an easing influence in money rates is 
the future movement of gold. The situ- 
ation is interesting and may become 
highly important. 

Foreign exchange movements for some 
time have been increasingly favorable to 
gold exports to the United States. There 
is reason to believe that amounts of gold 
of considerable magnitude have been held 
back by special measures adopted in 
countries whose exchanges were at or near 
the gold export point. 

If recent “favorable” tendencies in 
American foreign trade contmue, and a 
substantial recovery mn the volume of for- 


eign loans placed in this market does not 
occur, it may practically force other coun- 
tries to permit gold exports to us, unless 
they raise their bank rates. 

use of the insatiable appetite of 
the American stock market for credit and 
the high rates which it will pay, it is a 
serious question whethér the establishing 
of a level of rates abroad sufficiently high 
to recall funds now in this market might 
not constitute a very disturbing factor 
in the business of foreign countries. 

Such apprehension may cause those 
countries to allow a certain amount of 
gold to flow tous. In this event, we should 
still have to reckon with the fact that the 
Federal Reserve System retains a consid- 
erable power to offset the effect of incom- 
ing gold. While there is ahead of us a real 
possibility of a large importation, we can 
have no assurance that if it becomes im- 
minent, it will not be checked by the rise 
of foreign money rates, or if permitted will 
not be largely offset on this side. 


WATERLESS ICE 


Frozen Gas as 
a Refrigerant 


ECE that is much colder than water 
ice and which stays dry when it melts is 
produced by liquefying carbon dioxide gas 
and freezing the liquid. It is always dry 
because it melts directly into gas. 

Under similar conditions, carbon dioxide 
ice is twice as efficient as water ice due to 
its extremely low temperature, But by 
utilizing the gas given off as a highly | | 
efficient insulator it ean be made to do | 


the work of fifteen times its weight of 
ordinary ice. 
The chief drawback is its cost—about 


100 dollars a ton f.o.b. factory. Water ice 
costs but 4 to § dollars a ton wholesale, 


and 8 to 10 dollars delivered. Hence car- | 


bon dioxide. ice can only compete with 
water ice where savings in space and 
weight and its convenience justify the 
added expense, Its use has been confined 
chiefly to the shipment of small quantities 
of perishable commodities by mail, express 
or truck. It is also used to pack retail 
| quantities of ice cream to keep for several 
| hours in cardboard containers. 


Special uses for the new ice have been 
found in several industries. It is used in 
chemistry and medicine, for instance, as a 
substitute for extreme refrigerants like 
liquid air. Railroad shipments have been 
tried with some success, but commercial 
development will largely depend upon 
possible reductions in cost, 


The World Cotten Gutleck 


A: ay emg are made again 
or the neW cotton crop, an op- 
timistic tone in the market re- 
flects the decided improvement in outlook 
that has occurred in recent months. In 
comparison with last year at this time 
supplies of American cotton are smaller, 
while the mill outlook for the balance of 
the season is definitely better. A second 
successive reduction m carry-over now 
seems assured, which wall leave a total 
smaller than any since 1925 to round out 
possible deficiencies in the new crop. 

The strength of the present position 
arises not so much from the actwal differ- 
ence in supplies as it does from the expected 
large volume of requirements. Consump- 
tion in the six months ended January 31, 
though larger than im the immediately 
preceding half year, was nearly two-thirds 
of a million bales smaller than in the cor- 
responding period of last season, leaving 
stocks of American cotton about 400,000 
bales below the supply available at this 
time in 1928, compared with a deficiency 
of over 1,000,000 bales at the beginning 
of the season. Heavy exports, however, 
have resulted in the holding abroad of a 
proportionately larger part of the supply 
of American cotton than is ordinarily found 
in foreign hands this time of year. 


The American cotton available is sup- 
plemented this year by an unusually full 
stock of foreigg growths, comprising in all 
a total somewhat larger than either last 
year or 1926. Much of this foreign cotton 
is naturally not as desirable as the domes- 
tic but its ultimate use is mainly a matter 
of ability to buy it at a sufficient discount. 


With supplies fairly close to last year’s, 
the essentral difference in outlook lies in 


the quickening of mill activity very gener- | 


ally noted throughout the world in recent 
months, after a difficult period of curtail- 
ment and widespread depression. 


In view of the quantity of foreign cot- 
ton available it looks as though the higher 
level of values, in comparison with last 
season at this time, had discounted much 
of the difference in outlook.

Vield of German

"THE surprising recovery of German 
economic life which has taken place dur- 
ing the last five years is due partly to the 
participation of foreign and. particularly 

American capital. This dey elopment, which 
will most probably make further progress 
in the future, reveals a close relationship 

between economic reconstruction and the 
influx of the capital so urgently needed by 
Germany at the present time. This influx 
would certainly not have taken place to 
such an extent if rt had not been for the 
special incentive of the high yield which a 
large number of German stocks promised 
to the purchaser, not to speak of the con- 
siderable appreciation which these stocks 
should bring at a minimum risk as soon as 
conditions and interest rates shall have 

hecome normal again in Germany.

TOSCANINI ENDS HIS SEASON | 


Bid “Auf Wiedersehen” 
by Admirers. 


i 

The second and final pension fund 
concert of the season by the Philhar- 
monic-Symphony Orchestra last night 
in Carnegie Hall was also the occa- 
sion of Mr. Toscanini’s last appear- 
ance in New York this season and | 
finally of the impressive leave-taking 
of the orchestra by Leo Schultz, the | 
veteran ‘cellist, who appeared as) 
composer, conductor and soloist with 
the band to which he has given dis- 
tinguished service for the past thirty | 
years. : 

The ceremonies of the occasion, | 
which was attended by an immense | 
audience, centred about Mr. Schultz. 
When he appeared on the stage to 
play Schumann’s concerto, the or- 
chestra and the audience rose in his 
honor, and there was loud and pro-| 





longed applause. Mr. Schultz played! 


the concerto with his wonted breadth, 
musicianship and fine mastery of 
style. This performance showed that) 
his years sat lightly upon him. 

When he reappeared after the in- 
termission it was to listen to an 
address delivered by Walter Price 
in the presence on the stage of Mr. | 
Toscanini 2nd Mrs. Henry Martyn} 
Alexander, whom Mr. Price acknowl- 
edged as the prime mover in the 
splendid growth of the pension fund 
from $6.000 three years ago to more 
than .$50,000 °° today. Mr: Price, 
acknowledging the inveluable as-| 
sistance of Mrs. Alexander in de- 
veloping this fund and the generosity 
of the many members of the Phil- 
harmonic who had contributed to it, 
explained its immense value to the | 
orchestra, and therefore to the pub- | 
lic, in making it possible to confer 
pensions on those members of the | 
orchestra who resigned efter long 
terms of faithful service. 

Mr. Price then addressed Mr. 
Schultz more directly, as one of the} 
most distinguished members of the} 
Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra, | 
one who had contributed greatly to| 
its development: through his art and | 
whose name and personality were 
so closely associated with the fa-| 
mous band that the audience of next 
vear might have difficulty in recoz- | 
nizing the same orchestra without | 
Mr. Schultz sitting in his accustomed 
place at the first desk of ’celli. Mr. | 
Price’ recapitulated the _ principal 
events of Mr. Schultz’s career, and 
the fact that he had played in or- | 
chestras under most of the greatest 
composers as well as conductors of | 
more than half a century past. The 
names of the composers’. under 
whom Mr. Schultz. has played range, 
in fact, from Wagner, Brehms and | 
Liszt to Saint-Saéns, Bruch, Schar- | 
wenka, Dvorak and. Griez. Among 
the conductors are the names of Von | 
Bulow, Nikisch, Mahler, Weingart- 
ner, Colonne. Richard Strauss, 
Mengelberg, Damrosch, Furtwan- 
gler and Toscanini. Mr. Schultz was 
also presented with $5.000. which 
had been collected for him by Mrs. 
Alexander and many friends. 

Mr. Schultz, in return. made a brief | 
speech of thanks, extolling the mem- 
bership of the Philharmonic-Sym- 
phony Orchestra, the old members 
and also the young ones, and then re- | 
marked that among conductors un- 
der whom he had served Mr. Tosca- | 
nini was the master of them all. At 
this Mr. Toscanini fled from the 
stage. Mr. Schultz remarked that he 
knew the conductor did not like 
public praise, but he had to speak! 
his mind. | 

He appeared as composer and or- | 
chestral leader when he conducted 
his ‘‘American Overture,’”’ a score 
written for the World’s Fair at St. 
Louis in 1904, and there given its | 
first performance. The score in- | 
cludes quotation of familiar Amer- | 
ican melodies, including fragments 
of “My Country ‘tis of Thee,” | 
“Yankee Doodle’ and ‘‘The Star- | 
Spangled Banner.’’ The phrases of 
the national hymn are first heard 
in fragmentary form, and this evi- 
dently concerned members of the | 
audience, who felt they should rise. | 
The whole audience came to its feet 
when the melody was sounded in its 
completeness and then sat down as | 
the composer proceeded with his 
symphonic developments. 

The ‘‘American Overture”’ is very 
surely and brilliantly instrumentated, | 
is broadly effective and wholly suit- | 
able for the purpose for which it is 
written. The audience again ex- 
pressed its enthusiasm and esteem 
for Mr. Schultz in his several ca- 
pacities, and the leave-taking was 
one that the veteran musician will 
not soon forget. 

Thereafter Mr. Toscanini led with 
extraordinary fire and richness of 
color the Prelude and Finale from) 
‘‘Tristan’”’ and the Prelude to ‘‘Meis- 
tersinger.’’ He had opened the con-! 
cert with Mozart’s ‘‘Magic Flute’’ 
overture. It was now Mr. Toscanini’s 
turn. The audience, at a compara- 
tively late hour, kept applauding, 
shouting, calling him back to the 
stage, thus bidding him ‘‘Auf wie- 
dersehen”’ until his sixteen weeks’ 
engagement next season. 








PLAY BY NEGRO REVIVED. 


“Appearances” Acted Here Again 
After Interval of Three Years. 


The humble origins of this play, | 
and perhaps its ‘‘message,’’ have 
caused it to be befrinded on several] | 
occasions. It was Mr. Jolson, if 
memory serves, who first encour- 
aged its negro author to come East 
with his manuscript, and who was 


likewise instrumental in bringing 
about the first production, some- 
thing more than three years ago. 
Recently it again came to life on 
the Coast, and after an engagement 
in Chicago it came to town at the 
Hudson Theatre last night. 

The name of it is ‘‘Appearances,”’ 
and it tells the tale of a negro bell- 
hop whose unswerving idealism en- | 
ables him to right several lives that | 
are on the point of going awry. It | 
was recognized at the time of the: 
original production as a sincere but | 
completely naive piece of writing, | 
and a second viewing gives no rea- | 
son for altering that opinion. Some | 
stress is laid upon the fact that the | 
author wrote his play under some- | 
thing of a divine spell, but it is not 
a circumstance that is of material 
solace in viewing the play. 

Only one member of the first cast | 
reappears at the Hudson, this being | 
a negro named Doe Doe Green, who | 
was highly praised at the time of | 
the original production.

New York longer than two weeks. 


If this luscious sort of drama—‘‘not 
pretty, but beautiful, and paws

chiefly because the proper actors are 
lacking to make it alluring. But 
Miss Cowl, who is superb not onlyas 
an actress but also as a director, has

What this view of the af- 
fair may have done to the bloody 
facts of Giovanni’s ill-fated house- 
hold is hardly more than an interest- 
ing speculation. Surely they were

pose. But they could hardly have 
been more romantic; they could 
hardly have adorned adultery with 
such splendid deep-hued trappings, 
watered it with so many tears or

cITY COUNSEL, DIES

in His Office. 


HANDLED MANY BIG CASES 


He Was One of the 
Appointees to Retain Place Under 


Few Hylan 
Walker Administration. 


George P. Nicholson, Corporation | 
Counsel since Jan. 1, 1923, and con- 
nected with the law department of 
the city continuously from 1906, died 
yesterday noon in his apartment in th« 
Hotel Hamilton, 143 West Seventy 
third Street. He was 54 years old. 

In service under two administra- 
tions, those of former Mayor Hylan 
and Mayor Walker, who retained 
him in office despite occasional re- 
ports of disagreement, Mr. Nichelson 
personally handled or directed the 
progress of a mass of important city 
legislation, including cases affecting 
public utilities, apartment hotel con- 
struction and municipal home rule. 

Death was caused by kidney infec- 
tion, complicated by pneumonia. The 
Corporation Counsel was stricken in 
his office on March 22. He failed to 
rally and remained seriously ill. 
News of his death, however, came as 
a surprise to most of his friends, who 
had not been apprised of the gravity 
of his condition. 

At his bedside were two sisters, the 
Misses Agnes and Loretta Nicholson; 
a brother, Frank Nicholson; a niece, 
Miss Marie Ruddy; his secretary, 
Joseph H. Johnston, and his physi- 


cian, Dr. Joseph Walsh of Brooklyn 
The funeral services will be held to- 
morrow morning at 11:30 o’clock at 
the Church of the Blessed Sacrament. 
Seventy-first Street near Broadway, 
where a solemn requiem mass will 
be celebrated. Interment will be at 
Pittsfield, Mass., where Mr. Nichol- 
s0n was born. 

As soon as he had learned of the’ 
death of the Corporation Counsel 
Mayor Walker ordered the flags on} 
all municipal buildings to be lowered 
to half staff. 

Expressing his own regret, the 
Mayor said: ‘‘He was an excellent 
legal mind and a devoted public ser- 
vant. ‘I look upon his death as a 
great private and public loss. He 
was a great lawyer.”’ 


Few Hylan Appointees Left. 


Mr. Nicholson was one of only 
iandful of Hylan appointees to re- 
main in office under Mayor Walker 
io the present time. His death 
loaves as major city officials who 
have served under both Mayors 
Street Cleaning Commissioner Alfred 
A. Taylor, Dock Commissioner 
Michael Cosgrove, who is a Tam- 
many district leader, and Henry M. 

toldfogle, president of the Tax 
Board. Bronx Park ,Commissioner 
Joseph P. Hennessey and Richmond 
Park Commissioner John J. 
O’Rourke were also appointed in 
both administrations. 

Immediately after his: clection there 
Were reports that Mayor Walker in- 
tended to supersede Mr. Nichoison, 
and even at the time that the Mayor 


took office there was no announce- 
ment of the reappointment of the 
Corporation Counsel. On the strength 
of the quality of his long legal ser- 
vice for the city, however, Mr. Nich- 
olson was finally retained. A week 
ago the Mayor, who had not been 
informed of the illness of the Cor- 
poration Counsel, rebuked his office 
for delay in reporting on a pending 
item of legislation in the State Legis- 
lature, and this incident revived talk 
that there would be a reorganization 
of the law departmeni. 
Handled Many Important Cases. 


Mr. Nicholson came to New York 
at the age of 15. He was educated | 
in the New York public schools and 
graduated from New York Univer- 
sity Law School. Soon afterward he 
became a clerk in the city’s law de- 
partment and was named an Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel later. 

By the time he was made first As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel in 1918 
Mr. Nicholson had served in every 
division of the department. _ Al- 
though he was an_ organization 
Democrat, being a member of the 
Amsterdam Democratic Club in the

He 
fought the lifting of rates for gas 
and telephone service, and just be- 
fore his death he was preparing to 
take further steps to contest the rate 
increase recommended for the New 
York Telephone Company by Special | 
Master Isaac R. Oeland in the Fed- | 
eral court. The action of the city | 
in opposing the institution of the 
rates applied for by the company had | 
alread saved the city telephone | 
users $8,000,000, he said on March 12. 

Mr. Nicholson also had charge of! 
the city’s case in the seven-cent fare | 
litigation of the I. R. T. now pend-} 
ing in the United States Supreme | } 
Court and was associated in prepar- 
ing the appeal briefs. From his expe- 
rience in public utility litigation he} 
long urged legislation giving the i 
the right to be a proper party in the 
first instance .in. all rate makings 
cases. 

Mr. Nicholson directed the litiga-| | 
tion to compel adherence to the tene- 
ment house law by apartment hotels | 
which permitted pantry cooking in| 
what was said to be defiance of the | 
law. One of the most celebrated | 
cases under his jurisdiction was the’ 
successful fight of the city to uphold 
the State constitutional amendment | 
providing home rule for cities and 
the home rule law enacted under it. 
The Court of Appeals in 1925 de-!

Mr. Nicholson was a member of |

Advisers Dissuade Him From. 


'Ousting 50 From Queens 
Jobs for Loyalty to Leader. 


KARLE ACTS AS SPOKESMAN. 


Promoted to Borough Secre-| 


tary, He Says First Work Will 
Be for Party Harmony. 


ANOTHER’ AIDE 


“Disillusioned”’ Incumbent Quits 


From Highly Paid Post of 


Official Notary. 


At the urging of his political ad- 
visers Borough President George U. 
Harvey decided yesterday not to pro- 
mulgate his order to dismiss the fif- 
ty or more non-civil service munici- 
pal employes who are politically loyal 
to Joseph H. De Bragga, veteran 
county Republican leader in Queens. 

The volte-face. was the result of a 
long conference between Mr. Harvey 
and former State Senator John Karle 
of Hollis, who was appointed Friday 
by th Borough President as Com- 
missioner of Sewers and yesterday 
forenoon promoted to Borough Sec- 
retary. 

It became evident as soon as Mr. 


Karle arrived at Borough Hall that | 
for the | 


he, and not Mr. Harvey, 
present at least, would have the 
final say as to who should be dis- 
missed or retained. Mr. Karle, in 
the presence of Mr. Harvey, stating 
he spoke for the Borough President, 
said he would first scan the list of 
those slated for discharge and then 
decide whether or not this action 
would be taken. He declared, how- 


ever, before he ousted any one he 
would first attempt to obtain ‘‘peace 
and harmony in the administration.”’ 


When this is accomplished, he said, | 


he would take up the question of pat- 
ronage. 


Seeks Peace With De Bragga. 


Mr. Karle stressed that he not only 
would try ‘‘to have peace in Bor- 
ough Hall, but would also try to 
have harmony in the Republican 
ranks, even if it meant extending the 
olive branch to Mr. De Bragga.’’ The 


new Borough Secretary declared that 
if he did nothing else he would try 


to iron out the differences of war- | 


ring factions in Borough Hall. 

“T am accepting this position of 
Borough Secretary,’’ Mr. Karle said, 
‘‘for the purpose of aiding and assist- 
ing the Borough President in giving 
the people of Queens the many need- 
ed improvements that are in progress 
and.that are forthcoming. My im- 
mediate efforts will be used to bring 
about peace and harmony in the ad- 
ministration, so that the greatest co- 
operation could be given to useful 
and beneficial deeds and acts. My 
policy will be action and not words.”’ 

Before Mr. Karle arrived at Bor- 
ough Hall and talked with Mr. Har- 
vey, the Borough President issued an 
order dismissing Frank De Bragga, 
brother of the Republican leader, 
from his position of corporation in- 
spector. The position pays $100 a 
month, and Mr. De Bragga held the 
post under Borough President Ber- 
nard Patten and was retained as a 
‘‘tholdover’’ by Mr. Harvey. 
Karle, when he learned that at least 
one De Bragga sympathizer had 
been ousted declared ‘‘it’s all news 
to me.” 


Miss Harvey Not to Get Post. 


For the time being at least Eileen 
Harvey, the 19-year-old daughter of 
the Borough President, is not to re- 
place Mrs. Lucy Oerther, woman 


leader of the First Assembly District, 
who has been employed at Borough 
Hall as confidential stenographer at 
an annual salary of $3,000. On Sun- 
day Mr. Harvey said that his daugh- 
ter would replace Mrs. Oerther. 

Mr. Karle decided otherwise yes- 
terday afternoon. 
day in Borough Hall drew to its 
close Mr. Karle told the reporters he 
had asked Mrs. Oerther to remain. 
He said she would decide whether 
she will remain this morning. She 
refused to indicate her decision to re- 
porters. 

When Andrew J. Kenny, appointed 
Borough Secretary on Friday, ar- 
rived at Borough Hall to take office 
yesterday, he was greeted by a dele- 
gation from the Rockaways, who 
brought flowers and congratulations. 
In the presence of the delegation Mr. 
Kenny was sworn, the oath bemg 
administered by Raymond Pollard, 
Assistant Commissioner of Public 
Works. 

Just about an hour later Mr. Kenny 
was informed he was being replaced 
by Mr. Karle as Borough Secretary. 
He was taken speechless for a mo- 
ment. He was then told he would be 
Sewer Commissioner, and took the 
transfer good-naturedly. By the 
transfer Mr. Kenny lost $250 a year 
in salary. The position of Borough 
Secretary pays $5,500 annually. 
new position pays $5,250 a vear. 

His comment was: “Any assign- 
ment Mr. Harvey cares to give me, 
from janitor to head of his cabinet, 
I will be glad to serve with 100 per 
cent capacity.’’ There were cheers 
from several who heard Mr. Kenny’s 
sentiments. 


Official Notary Resigns. 


The day did not pass, however, 
without Mr. Harvey receiving a res- 
ignation. Emil Wolfertz of College 
Point resigned as official notary in 


the Building Bureau. The position, 
it is said, brings about $6,000 a year 
in fees. 

The letter sent by Mr. Wolfertz 
to Mr. Harvey reads: 

“I hereby respectfully tender to 
you my resignation as the official 
notary in the Building Bureau. I 
am mindful of the fact that this 
is the most lucrative position in Bor- 


ough Hall, but as I have stated to}

CROPPING DEBATE 


Shonk Bill Opponents Declare 
Dog Measure Would Drive 
Breeders Out of State. 


CRUELTY CHARGE IS DENIED 


| However, Proponents of Bill State 
Breeders Are Commercializing 
on Dogs’ Suffering.

| ALBANY, N. Y., April 1.—Gov- 
|ernor Roosevelt listened for two 
|hours today to arguments for and 
| against the Shonk bill which would 
| prohibit the cropping of dogs’ ears 
unless the life or health of the ani- 
mal is involved. Advocates of the 


bill told the Governor that there 
was no good reason why a dog’s 
ears should be clipped and that dog 
breeders were ‘‘commercializing on 
the suffering of dogs.’’ : 

Opponents of the measure denied 
that cropping was painful and in- 
sisted that approval of the measure 
would drive all dog breeders out of 
the State. 

Major C. L. Bear of Waterloo, 
breeder of Great Danes, caused the 
Governor to smile broadly when he 
asserted: 

“The Humane Society comes here 
today and asks you to sign this bill 
which will drive dog breeders out 
of the State, but I never hear of 
them taking any action against wo- 
men in New York City apartments 
| who have the vocal cords of their 
| dogs severéd so the animals will not 
disturb the neighbors with their 
yelping and barking. 


Cropping Prevents Ear Diseases. 


“As a matter of fact, there is 
; nothing very painful about clipping 
the ears of a puppy. So far as a 
Great Dane is concerned, I know 
from experience that cropping makes 
him practically immune from all the 
diseases of the ear.’’

‘‘We are more interested in correct- 
ing any wrong that may be done to 
a dog than are the people who are 
urging the approval of bill. We 
know there is an immense amount 
of cruelty in the ing of dogs’ 
ears, but that is not done by the 
people who are really interested in 
the pure-bred dog. 

“We want that stopped just as 
much as the Humane Society does, 
but we feel sure that this bill is not 
the way to prevent it. This measure 
will not stop it, but it will drive the 
unlawful croppers into cellars, where 
it will be done behind locked doors 
and under far less sanitary condi- 
tions than at present. 

“Clipping a dog’s ears is not pain- 
ful when it is done under anesthesia, 
and that is just what every dog 
breeder does when he crops the 
ears.”’ 

Hertz told the Governor that should 
he approve the bill it. would mean 
that a circus or a theatre could not 
have dog acts, ‘“‘because virtually 
every dog in an act has cropped 
ears.”’ 

Nathaniel J. Walker, Richard C. 
Craven and Colonel Herbert Barry, 
representing the American Humane 
Society, were the chief exponents of 
the bil. 

“The humane people of the State 
are solidly behind this bill and in the 
best interest of the dogs they plead 
with you to approve this bill,’’ 
Walker told the Governor. 


Medical Profession for Measure. 


‘“‘The medical profession also favors 
the bill. There is no reason why 
dogs should be made to suffer just 
because of the whim of a few 
people.’’ 

‘“‘The dog breeders are commercial- 
izing on the sufferings of the dogs,”’ 
Craven told the Governor. ‘‘This bill 
is only opposed by those who are 
commercially interested in the best 
price they can get for a dog. 

“If they can secure more money 
for a dog with cropped ears, that is 
all they care about. It makes no 
difference to them whether the dog 
has to suffer because of this fad. All 
they care about is the dollars. They 
say that cropping saves a dog from 
suffering from ear diseases, but they 
know down in their hearts that 
that is not true.’ 

When the hearing was concluded 
the Governor said: 

“I suppose if this bill is approved 
we will have one next year to pro- 
hibit the cutting off of dogs’ tails.’’

Hahn and his rival ran schoolboy races in Falls 
City, a town in the southeast corner of Nebraska. 
When the rival runner went to Brown University, he 
began to tell about this other lad out in Nebraska who 
was a great sprinter. 

Nothing came of it. for a while, but the rival lad 
finally persuaded Hahn to come East to Brown. He 
stayed about four weeks. He was homesick for the 
farm. Each Saturday he packed his grip and started 
off for the westbound platform of the Providence 
railroad station. His friend grabbed him three Satur- 
days in a row and hauled him back. The fourth Sai- 
urday his friend wasn’t there to stop him, and Hahn 
made good his escape. 

That completed Hahn’s college career. But his 
friend told Jack Ryder about him, and Ryder was 
interested. 

“Tell him to come and get a job in Boston,”’ sad 
Ryder, ‘‘an-1 I'll see that he gets plenty of training.’’ 

Hahn came East. Ryder tried him out as a sprinter. 
The coach wasn't satisfied. He made him run longer 
distances and finally decided that Hahn would make 


| a good half-miler or miler. 


The first real race in which Hahn figured was at 
Woburn, Mass., where he was opposed by none other 
than Joie Ray, then the leading distance runner of 
the country. 1t was a handicap race, and Hahn, start-- 
ing twenty vards ahead of Ray, finished thirty yards 
ahead of hii. 

From there on, it was just a breeze to fame. But if 
his boyhood rival hadn’t gone to Brown, Lloyd never 
would have left those famous spike-marks on the 
sands of time.

Something recently written about Freddie Lindstrom 
brought an elderly visitor yesterday. He knew Lind- 
strom and Jake Weimer and Frank Chance and John 
M. Ward and Tim Murnane and many other famous 
figures in haseball. He had been intimate friends with 
many of them and was full of baseball reminiscences. 

But somehow he took up the tale of John L. Sulli- 
van. He was a native of Roxbury and went to the 
Dwight School with the Boston Strong Boy.

After providing for the payment of 7% dividends to the stockholders and for sinking 
and other reserve funds, $38,950,928 was credited to Profit and Loss account. 


FINANCE 

The Company met its maturing obligations 
and expended approximately $46,000,000 in 
1928 for improvements on its own road and 
equipment in addition to the expenditure of 
large sums by its leased and afhliated lines. 
Work continued during the year on large 
terminal improvements at Pittsburgh and 
Philadelphia. 

The important items of new equipment 
placed in service were: 13 freight and passen- 
ger locomotives and 523 steel passenger, bag- 
gage and express cars. 1,486 improved hopper 
cars were also acquired, in addition to 104 
locomotives and 2,904 freight cars acquired 
from Leased Companies. The order placed 
last year was the largest combined order for 
steel passenger cars ever placed at one time 
in Psa history. The Company now owns 
about 20% of all the steel passenger cars in 
the country. This additional steel passenger 
equipment makes possible the retirement of 
the last of the wooden passenger cars from 
regular steam service. 

To pay for additions and improvements, to 
retire equipment trusts and other obligations 
and to reimburse the treasury for capital ex- 
penditures already made, an allotment of 
$52,500,000 of capital stock was made to 
and subscribed by the stockholders during the 
year at $50 per share in amounts equal to 
12\4% of their respective holdings. A 
further allotment of $17,300,000 was made 
to the employes at $50 per share, as 
authorized by the stockholders, to be paid for 
in instalments. Subscriptions were made by 
more than 100,000 employes in all depart- 
ments of the service. 

To provide for future requirements, in the 
interest of improving and expanding the Com- 
panys facilities and services, there will be 
submitted to the stockholders at the annual 
meeting the question of authorizing the Board 
of Directors to increase the Cempany’s capital 
stock by $100,000,000, making the total 
authorized $700,000,000. 

The Company has paid a return to its stock- 
holders in every year since 1847. It is now 
owned by 154,008 stockholders who reside in 
every state of the Union and nearly all 
foreign countries. 

The total reduction in funded debt and 
other fixed obligations during the year was 
$33,358,984. 

OPERATING EFFICIENCY 

Steady improvement in operating efficiency 
ever since the end of the period of Federal 
control is reflected in the progressive reduc- 
tion in the ratio of operating expenses to 
operating revenues. Operating ratio for the 
lines in the System last year, the eighth suc- 
cessive year in which a reduction, as compared 
with the previous year, was effected, was the 
lowest since 1916. Ratios for the last eight 
years were:

PAYMENTS FOR WAGES, TAXES 
AND MATERIALS 


The Pennsylvania Railroad operates directly 
about 90 per cent of the mileage of its entire 
system. The remaining lines are controlled 
through stock ownership. The consolidated 
system embraces 11,515 miles of road with 
track mileage of 28,035. 


In 1928 the Pennsylvania Railroad System 
—Paid about $344,000,000 in wages to 
employes or nearly 49% of all its 
operating revenues. 

—Paid in taxes $41,800,000. 
—Paid for fuel, materials, supplies and 
improvement work almost $200,000,000. 


PUBLIC SERVICE 

The Pennsylvania Railroad System operates 
a daily average of about 3,800 passenger 
trains and 2,900 freight trains. During the 
year the service performed was equivalent to 
moving one ton of freight over 45 billion 
miles and to carry one passenger a distance of 
more than 6 billion miles. During the year 
14,344,000 tons of fuel were consumed by 
locomotives. The maintenance of the property 
required the installation of 4,046,000 cross 
ties and 237,000 tons of new heavy steel rail. 
Over 6,000 miles of track are now laid with 
130 pound rail. 


COORDINATED RAIL, AIK AND MOTOR SERVICES 

During the year the Company began to put 
into effect its long studied plans for coordinat- 
ing rail, air and highway services to meet the 
needs of the public and to develop the com- 
pany’s transportation business. The Company 
is cooperating with various companies special- 
izing in motor trafhc and plans have been 
worked out for coordinating rail and bus lines 
in a large part of the territory served by the 
Company. A service has been inaugurated for 
less than carload freight through the use of 
portable steel containers to be carried on 
either specially equipped railroad cars or 
motor trucks. Plans are also being rapidly 
completed by Transcontinental Air Transport, 
Inc., in the formation of which the Company 
joined last year, for a combined 48-hour 
rail-air route to be opened this summer 
between New York and Pacific Coast cities, 


ELECTRIFICATION 

The Company has authorized electrification 
for freight and passenger service of 325 addi- 
tional miles of line and 1,300 miles of track 
to be carried out progressively during the 
mext six or seven years at an estimated cost 
of $100,000,000. This program is planned to 
meet the future industrial and transportation 
situation in the East including terminal de- 
velopments under way or projected. When 
completed the Company will have 658 miles 
of line and 2,260 miles of track under electric 
operation and a completely equipped elec- 
trified service from Hell Gate Bridge, N. Y. 
connecting with New England, to Wilming- 
ton, Del. and Atglen, Pa., on the Philadelphia 
Division.

Reports from building departments

NOW RESIDE ABROAD 


Commerce Department Com- 
piles Estimate From Reports 
by 330 of Our Consulates. 


TOTAL IN EUROPE IS 77,063 


Province of Alberta, Canada, Con- 
tains 98,030 American Citizens 
and Manitoba Has 52,333.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—It is es- | 
timated by the Department of Com- 
merce, based on material furnished 
it by the Department of State, that 
392,668 Americans are residing | 
abroad. The estimate made public | 
today has been compiled from re- 
ports received during the past two 
years from 330 American consulates 

all parts of the world. 

The figures include only these 
whose residence abroad has a per- 
manent or semi-permanent character 
and, therefore, excludes tourists and 
all others whose sojourn abroad was | 
considered only transitory. Nor does | 
the compiliation, which gives 1,932 | 
Americans residing in Panama, in- 
clude 7,482 American civilians re- 
ported in 1928 to be residents of the 
Canal Zone. 

The estimate credits 77,063 Ameri- | 
ean citizens with residence in; 
Europe, 24,119 in Asia, 2,337 in Aus- 
tralia, 3,673 in Africa, 19,579 in the 
West Indies, ogee’ in Mexico and 
Central America, 12,136 in South 
America and 234, 147 in Canada and | 
Newfoundland. 

A striking feature of the compila- 
tion is the estimate that 98,030. 
American citizens are residing in | 
the Canadian Province of Alberta} 
alone. Alberta and Manitoba are | 
credited with being the favorite cen- 
tres of residence for Americans 
abroad, the number in Manitoba 
being given as 53,333. 

Detailed figures on the number of 
United States citizens living abroad 
are as follows:
